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GENERAL M. D. Harpwy, U. S. A., read bis inter- 
esting paper on ‘‘The Carolina Mountain Region 
and the recent Earthquakes” beforo a large and 
appreciative audience at the rooms of the Military 
Service Institution of the U. 8., at Governor's 
Island, on Thursday evening of this week.

SECRETARY ENpIcoTT is still of the opinion that 
the services of an Assistant Secretary of War will 
form a valuable adjunct in the administration of 
the affairs of the War Department, and in his 
annual estimates put in an item of $4,500 as the 
annual salary for such an officer. No mention is 
made by Secretary WaITNEY in his annual report or 
estimates for an assistant, but as there is a bill now 
pending on the Senate Calendar for the purpose, he 
probably considered that no further recommenda- 
tion was necessary. 








WE note several recent cases where private sol- 
diers have been tried for striking, kicking, biting, 
etc., non-commissioned officers, while they the 
{non-coms.) were taking the privates to the guard- 
house. We question the propriety of the plan indi- 
cated, but rather prefer the old custom when a man 
is to be confined of sending him to the guardhouse 
in charge of as many privates as may de necessary, 
the non-commissioned officers accompanying in 
charge of the escort and to see to the safe delivery 
of the prisoner. 








A NAVAL correspondent of the London Telegraph 
thinks that the Civil Lords and the Sea Lords at the 
Admiralty are getting to loggerheads over one of 
the most vital questions affecting the national wel- 
fare. The trained men who ought to know say one 
thing and attempt to institute a better era in naval 
administration, but the Civil Lords, backed, no 
doubt, by political exigency, which in this instance 
means sham economy, and the;permanent officials, 
declare everything is, as ever, in the bestfpossible 
state of efliciency. ‘‘It is not,” he says, ‘‘by 
vessels able to steam only from six to ten knots an 
hour (sea tramps, as Lord CHARLES BERESFORD has 
called them), armed with pop-guns, on strained, 
weather-beaten hulls, that ths naval victories of the 
future are to be won; and, I regret to say, there 
are still far too many of these reckoned as available 
and valuable fighting ships by Lord GEorGE 
Hamiuton ; for are they not still flying the Union 
Jack and in commission ?” 





Tue list of Army nominations made out at the 
War Department this week and sent to the Presi- 
dent for transmission to the Senate, consists of 
seventeen original appointments, two appointments 
by transfers, and forty-three regular promotions. 
With the exception of the non commissioned officers 
who were recently appointed second lieutenants, 
these nominations will probably go through without 
friction at an early date. As we have previously 
intimated, the non commissioned officers will proba- 
bly meet with some opposition from the members of 
the West Point graduating class of next June, who 
consider that their promotion, in a measure, will be 
retarded by the confirmation of these officers. 
Members of the Senate Military Committee have 
already heard through the cadets and their friends 
that these nominations were.coming in, and have 





in a quiet way been told that the appointments were 
illegally made. The fight against the non commis- 
sioned officers is based entirely upon questions of 
law. The cadets maintain that such appointments 


| are authorized only in cases where vacancies exist 


on the Ist of July of each year over and above the 
number required for the graduates of that year. 


The vacancies to which the officers referred to were 


assigned occurred since July 1. 








CONGRESS, by legislation this week, having defined 
the status of a West Point graduate between the 
dates of graduation and confirmation as that of 2d 
lieutenant, the ruling of the Secoad Comptroller of 
two years ago is now a dead letter, and graduates 
will hereafter continue to receive, as others before 
them have, the full pay of a second lieutenant from 
the time they leave the Academy. Those who were 
compelled to refund under the Comptroller’s ruling 
will also be reimbursed for all ‘‘ checkages.” The 
Comptroller, however, only enforced his ruling in 
cases where officers brought claims against the 
Government for longevity and other pay, so that 
but few have felt the force of his decision. It was 
his intention, however, to allow his construction of 
the law to take its course if Congress adjourned 
without enacting the necessary legislation to correct 
the mistakes made by his predecessors. Of the 
Comptroller’s decision, Mr. BRaGG said, in present- 
ing the bill in the House: ‘‘I maintain that that 
decision, although it may be strictly within the 
letter of the law, is absolutely wrong, according to 
the spirit of the law. The cadet when he graduated 
ceased to be a cadet. The vacancy made by his 
graduation was filled under the order of the War 
Department by the appointment of another cadet. 
If he was not a cadet, but had moved on from the 
cadetship, then he was, although not de jure, yet 
de facto, a lieutenant in the Army. There was no 
place for him as a lieutenant, and he was awaiting 
the issue to him by the Government of his commis- 
sion, so that he could enter upon his duties in the 
Service. The question thus raised is settled by this 
bill.” 


THE nomination of Naval Constructor THEODORE 
D. WILson as Chief of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair, and Chief Constructor of the Navy, 
went to the Senate on Wednesday. Eminent fit- 
ness forthe place, as shown by efficient and satis- 
factory work during the past year in connection 
with the plans for the new vessels of war, are be- 
lieved to be the prime consideration which led to 
Mr. Wutson'’s reappointment. Aside from his 
qualifications as an expert shipbuilder, he is one of 
the hardest workers in the Navy—a- characteristic 
quite essential in these busy times. The office has 
been allowed to remain vacant to leave Secretary 
Wuitney free to extend his reorganization plans to 
this bureau. That Mr. WILSON would eventually be 
reappointed has been considered as a foregone con- 
clusion, since bis term of office expired March 2nd 
last. The appointment is now made without any 
directions for changes in the business methods of 
the bureau, and the Secretary says he has conclud- 
ed that the existing law will not permit him to 
make any. The Chief Oénstructor therefore takes 
hold where he left off, and will continue the opera- 
tions of the bureau under existing regulations until 
Congress sees fit to adopt the Secretary's recom- 
mendation for a reorganization. Ohief Constructor 
Wuson was born in Brooklyn, N. Y., May 11, 
1840; served his apprenticeship as shipwright at the 











Brooklyn Navy Yard; served for three months at the 
outbreak of the rebellion with the 13th N. Y. C. M. 
as a non commissioned officer ; on the return of 
the regiment was appointed a carpenter in the 
Navy ; served about two years afloat ; was in the 
fight with the Merrimac in Hampton Roads ; was 
ordered to duty with Rear Admiral F. H. Grecory 
in 1863 as an inspector of the building and repairing 
of vessels in private establishments in New York 
and vicinity ; was examined for, passed, and ap- 
pointed an Assistant Naval Constructor May 17, 
1866; served as such in the Navy-Yards at Penso— 
cola, Philadelphia and Washington ; verved four 
years as instructor in naval architecture and ship 
building at th® U. S- Naval Academy ; promoted 
to Naval Constructor July 1, 1873; author of Ship- 
building, Theoretical and Practical, used as a text 
book at the naval school, and by the profession in 
this country generally ; appointed Chief Naval 
Constructor March 3, 1882. 








THE British military authorities are greatly en- 
couraged by a recent report of the Inspector-Gen- 
eral of Prisons, which indicates a material decrease 
in crime. The Gazette says: ‘‘If the discipline of 
our army is not yet perfect, this can at least be said 
of it—it shows an undoubted tendency to improve ; 
and young though our soldiers are, they are evi- 
dently beginning to see the advantages of sobriety. 
It is drink which is the curse of our army, for it is 
drink which leads to the committal of most offences 
against good order and discipline. With the estab- 
lishutent of regimental coffee-bars and reading. 
rooms, much has been done to wean th@scldier from 
those sinks of iniquity in garrison towns to which 
he was accustomed in the old days to resort, and 
which for many years constituted his only means of 
whiling away leisure hours in the long winter nights. 
By the establishment of regimental workshops, to 
which men could resort and turn their spare time 
to advantage, much could be done to lessen the 
amount of crime inthe army. We attribute most 
of the insubordination to two things—drink and 
idleness.” Another advantage would result from 
the establishment of these workshops, to which the 
Gazette docs not call attention. General FreLpINe 
of the British Army, in a recent speech at Dover, 
mentioned ‘‘a fact generally known, although 
never satisfactorily accounted for, that men who 
had been soldiers found the greatest difficulty in 
obtaining employment after their discharge from 
the army.” One of the reasons assigned for this is 
that the discharged soldier has notrade. Under 
the short service system the soldier is thrown upon 
the world without provision, while still young, with- 
out any handicraft, and without, it would seem, 
any material sympathy from the class that could give 
him employment. With proper instruction in a 
handicraft, the habits of obedience and punctuality 
acquired in the service could be made of value in 
many employments. The ex-so:diers were subjected 
to similar disabilities in this country, although, we 
believe, there has been a change for tbe better dur- 
ing the past few years. Many of our New York 
policemen are, we happen to know, discharged sol- 
diers of good character, and exvellent policemen 
they in general make. So it is in many other towns, 
and we trust the time is not far distant when an 
honorable discharge will be a sure passport to em- 
ployment and that the unreasoning prejudice, for 
unreasoning it is, which so many employers have 
against ex-soldiers will entirely disappear.

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A PROTEST FROM SECRETARY WHITNEY. 
To the Editor of the New York Tribune: 


Sir: The Tribune has fallen into an error which 
it has repeated a great many times, and again re- 
peats to-day. It has frequently said that 1 have 
desired to buy abroad the armor plate and machin- 
ery of naval vessels. The exact contrary is the case, 
and the record is notin such shape as to rest upon 
my statement, but is a public record accessible to 
any ove. My position has always been that it was 
my duty te get ideas from any quarter; but that 
they should be worked out by the sbipbuilders and 
manufacturers of this country. I send you two let- 
ters addressed by me to the Naval Committees, 
respectively, of the two Houses upon this subject 
pe winter, both of which were published at the 

me. 

First, as to machinery. The House Naval Com- 
mittee on February 26, 1886, adopted a proviso au- 
thorizing the Secretary of the Navy to buy abroad 
the machinery of a vaval vessel. On the 27th I sent 
a letter to the Committee, which was read and the 
elause was unanimously struck out. In that letter, 
which was published, and a copy of which accom- 

avies this, I said: “1 think our true policy is to 

orrow the ideas of our neighbors, so far as they are 
thought to be iu advance of ours, and give them to 
our shipbuilders in the sbape of plans.” To save 
apaee. the letter may be summarized, to the effect 
that it was not neceesary for the Secretary to have 
any discretionary power to buy engines abroad, in- 
asmuch as they could be produced in this country, 
by our engine builders, as well as abroad, provided 
we took the necessary trouble to acquire the latest 
information, which | proposed todo. As the exact 
eontrary of this position has been repeatedly assert- 
ed of me during the last year on the editorial page 
ef _ Tribune, { request that this correction be 
made. 

Second, as to armor plate. Upon the 27th of July, 
1886, the Naval bill being in the Senate, I wrotea 
letter to the “ommittee as follows (after referrin 
te the clause with reference to the purchase o 
armor): “itis quite well kuown to be my opinica 
that this country should be independent of every 
ether in the way of producing war ships and war 
material. It is aside from all questions of commer- 
cial policy. The small amount of armor purchased 
ef recent yeais by the Departurent bas been obtain- 
ed abroad, but the present bill, if enacted into a law, 
will enable the Department to offer te the competi- 
tion of the domestic manufacturers a sufficiently 
large contract to induce the establishment of a plunt 
in this country for the productioa of the necessary 
steel forgings for guns and of the necessary armor. 
- » + + tis unbusivessliike not te utilize the pre- 
sent necessary purchases to encourage the establish- 
ment of the required plant in this country, aud lam 

uite aware thut it was the expectation of the ma- 
ority of the House Naval Committee by whom the 
bill was framed.” 

Aswmy position has been at all times perfectly 
elear and definite, L desire this correction made also. 
Yeu will be glad to know aiso that 1 have not con- 
fived myself to expressions of opinion, but have 
placed myself in communication with the people 
able to bring abuut the desired result, and that in 
all human probability the industry will soon be do- 
mesticated in this country. No later than to-day 
one of the largest steel manufacturers in this coun- 
try, and a public spirted one, too, sent me word 
from a sick bed that be would certainly be prepared 
te bid to supply the armor required; that 1 mi,bt 
rely uponit. There are two other large concerns 
eoutemplating the same thing. For the gun steel 
for twelve-inch guns [ know I shall have bids. 

The effort for domestic armor may fuil, bul it does 
not look 30; and if it succeeds, | know you will con- 
gratulate the Department upon having done some- 
thing practical toward the accomplishment of a re- 
sult of 30 much importance to the country,

Woben facing down the 
land before a pretty streng wind the first day out 
ske was turned at iull speed and she came around 
threugh the sea, which was considerable, and neared 
te with the rapidity and precision of a well bandled 
light battery coming iuto action. She has always 
turned without slowing down, and she invariably 
does it like a ship that knows her business.” 








DESERTERS FROM THE ARMY. 


REFERRING to the recent case of a deserter—Wil- 
liam Knapp—arrested after being away over twenty- 
ene years, & Washington correspondent says: * The 
ease agaiost him is technically straight, und uuless 
the Secretary of War intervenes Kuapp would have 
to be punisbed, but im such cases the Secretary 
nearly always does intervene and pardon the offender 
if be bas any friends. A chief clerk under Colonel 
Casey, U.S. A., was found to be a deserter of lon 
standing. He bad enlisted when a mere boy and, 
repenting of his folly, deserted. When ¢@iscovered, 
after twenty years’ immunity, he was the busband 
of a daughter of a distivguished and wealthy family 
apd the futher of several children. He had been 
black mailed for years by a man who knew his secret. 
The President promptly pardoned him upon the 
conviction had in a trial where he made no defence.”’ 

We learn from Chicago that Kuapp bas been re- 


leased, the attention of the recruiting officer whu 


arrested him having been called to Sec. 4749 Revised 
Statues which reads as follows: 

No soldier or sailor shall be taken or held to be a deserter 
from the Army or Navy who faithfully served according to 
bis enlistment until April 19, 1865, and who, without proper 
authority or leave first obtained, quit his command or re- 
fused to serve after that date, but nothing herein contained 
shall operate as a remission of any forfeiture incurred by 
any such soldier or sailor of his pension; but this section 
shall be construed solely as a removal of any disability such 
soldier or sailor may bave incurred by the loss of his citizen- 
ship in consequende of his desertion. 

Mr. Knapp did not leave his Co. K, Ist U. S. Cav- 
alry, until July 10, 1861. 








QUARTERMASTER-GEN. DEPARTMENT. 


$10,283,980.31 was expended by the Quartermaster- 
General’s Department of the Army last year. 3199,- 
096 was spent on the repair of buildings and 110 new 
buildings were authorized. Losses by fire occurred 
at eleven different posts and water flooded the build- 
ings at Newport Barracks, which should be removed 
to higher ground. 236,180 persons, 160.192 tons of 
freight aed 7,907 horses and mules were transported 
Ae water, wagon an¢ stage ata cost of $1.579,- 

.58. The otherexpense bring the total cost of the 
service under Army transportation up to $3,080,579.16. 
1,251 Cavalry and Artillery horses were purchased 
at an average of $141.24, 13 draught horses averaging 
$205.85 and 568 mules averaging 3154.99. 

Bight hundred and eight horses and 329 mules 
were sold for $51,006.82. Two hundred and thirty- 
five borses and 300 mules were lost, stolen, or 
died, leaving on hand 8,609 Cavalry and Artillery 
horses, 454 team horses, 5,493 mules and 6 oxen. 

2,906 claims under the act of July 4, 1864, were in- 
vestigated and reported upon, calling for $1,816,751.02. 
Final action was taken on 3,767 claims, amounting 
to $1,155.816.36 ; 1,316 for $235,215.32 were aliowed, and 
2,451 entirely rejected. 4,983 claims remained unacted 
upon, amounting to $4,616,577.95. 

Gen. Holabird reports that no complaints have 
been received regarding Army clothing, but the 
pattern of boots and sboes bas pot given satisfaction 
aud * Waukenphast”’ lasts have been secured and it 
is thought will prove satisfactory. 

In the eighty-two national cemeteries there are 
323,947 interments. Contracts arc about to be made 
for the construction of the roads authorized by Con- 
gress at its last session to the Chalmette, Knoxville, 
and Natchez national cemeteries. When these are 
completed there will be nine roads constructed 
under special authority of law, for the maintenauce 
of which there is no appropriation. Some are al- 
most impassable for wantof repairs. An estimate 
has been submitted for the maintenance and repair 
of these roads. 

The clothing and cquipage for the Army are ob- 
tained by contract or by manufacture at the quar- 
master’sdepota at Philadelphia, Jeflerzonville, and 
San Francisco. The boots and shoes are manufac- 
tured at the military prison at Fort Leavenworth- 
Kansas. -These supplies have given general satisfac- 
tion. The commissioners investigated the complaint 
made in the last annual report vf General Miles that 
miserable shoes made of worthless material were 
furnished from the Military Prison. They under- 
stand that General Miles referred to the shves worn 
during the campaiga against Geronimo and his 
band. The test of shoes in such a service, marching 
“over cacti and rocks” in a volcanic country, 
“where it was impossible to move cavalry and pack- 
trains,” isa severe one. To determine the character 
of the materia! used at the prison in the manufac- 
ture of boots and shoes, and also whether there is 
room for improvement in the methods of their 
manufacture, the cemmissioners examined the in- 
spector of muteriuls aod the assistant quartarmaster 
on duty, and after visiting the shops they are satis-— 
fied that evey care is taken to secure the very best 
material, aud conclude that ube charge cannot be 
sustaived. While there may be room for improve- 
ment in the manufacvure of the shoes by band-sew- 
ing, it is not conceded that it was thought bad work- 
manship or bad material that the shoes used in the 
Apache campaigno were rendered unserviceable, 


THB RESISTANCE EXPERIMENTS. 


THE London Engineer does not accept the cur- 
rent conclusions concerning the results of the Res:st- 
ance experiments, saying: * Taking into considera- 
tion the method in which the hull of the Resistance 
had been streugtbened for this experiment, and the 
exact locality chosen for the explosion, it is prob- 
able that Jess than twice the amount of gunpowder 
would have caused u more complete breach through 
the coal protection. The torpedo is stated to have 
had everything im its favor, whereas, in our opin- 
ion, ail the advantages were on the side of the ship. 
The attack was made at ber <trongest point, where 
the coal was specially disposed, and her shape under 
water lent no assistance to the explosive. To assume 
from this tha: if a similar torpedo struck lower 
down, or further aft, or against the propeller, vhe 
ship would still have ‘her offensive powers not ma- 
terially impaired,’ is to express an opinion with 
which few will be found to concur. Under the al- 
ternative circumstances mentioned, balf the amount 
of explosive might practically disable the vessel, 
though ber flotation need not be overcome. White- 
head torpedoes need not necessarily be limited to a 
depth of 10 ft., as by slightly strengtheving their 
construction they ‘could be run 20 ft. below the 
surface.”’

‘the Emperor could not, however, afford to dispense 
with thesupport of one who was undoubtedly person- 
aliv fearl ss, was supposed to be wellversed in the art 
of war, was credited with influence in the army, and 
whose waut of scruples rendered him a useful in 
strument of a despotic government.

That he was guilty of deliberate treason from the 
time he assumed command of the army, those who 
have reud this article can searcely doubt, he was 
wanting ucither in courage or military capacity. 
The proof alleged against hin make clear that he 
thought not of defeating or escaping from the er- 
emy, but solely of becoming the arbiter of the for- 
tunes of France. His defence is valueless against the 
evidence not only of wituesses, but of hisown acts and 
writings. He, in skort. convicts himself, and his hal- 
itual trickery and his ingrained habits of falsehood 
render it impossible to accept his own word on any 
subject. We not only consider the accusation fullv 
proved against him, but we believe that his conduct 
was even worse than it appeared to be. We have 
indeed a moral certainty that bad it not been. for 
his own cuuning and the mterested objects of 
the Germans the evidence against him would have 
been much more damning than it was. To those 
who are charitably disposed to give him the benefit 
of a doubt, to attribute his inaction at Metz to either 
want of energy or toa feeling of loyalty toward the 
Emperor, we will puta single question, with which 
we shall eouclude this article: Assuming that he had 
guilty designs, could be have sef more systemati- 
cally to carry them out than he did?—The Edinburgh 
eview.

One indispensable feature of the 
diplomatic comedy is that whenever a Government 
vessel touches the port of an American legati on offi- 
cial statement shall be made of the arrival. Accord- 
ing to rule and etiquette no vessel is actually in 
the harbor until her commander officially asserts her 

yreseuce by note to the Minister Residen t or Charge. 
t chanced that a flagship reached Corea. The Ad- 
miral reflected that a mere Naval Ensigs was Charge 
d@’ Affaires. His dignity could not bend to the situa- 
tion. He could not inform a little middy just 
emerged from an Envign that sn Admiral had ur- 
rived, 30 the monarch of the seas imposed the duty 
of notification upon a lieutenant on board. and 
straightway embarked to enjoy the sights of Seoul. 
Foulk and the lieutenant bad been boou companions 
in Academy days, and hence the official note was 
couched in a most tamiliar strain. Lt is on record 
bere, where the offended Ensign transmitted it. It 
began with * Dear Chappie,” and proceeded in the 
same unofiicial strain to inform a United States 
Chargé that the old Admiral had gone off on a 
“toot,” and ordered the frisky lieutenant to an- 
nounce thet he was officially present. This incom- 
patibility of rank induved the revall of Foulk’'s de- 
tail. Mr. Parker is the latest misfit who wauts to go 
to Seoul for $5,00) per annuum. 

If this writer's ideas on other subjects are as mixed 
as those on the subject of naval promotion, bis state- 
ments must betaken with allowance. The trans- 
formation of an Ensign into a * middy,” big or little, 
is clearly promotion by the inverse order. Mr. 
Foulk has been a Lieutenant, junior grade, since 
May 1, 1884.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


PRESIDENT (LEVELAND, in his annual message, 
thus refers to matters of spevial interest to the Ser- 
Vices: 

1 especially direct the attention of the Congress 
to the recommendation that officers be required to 
submit to an examination as a preliminary to their 
promotion. I see no objection but many advantages 
in adopting this feature, which has operated so bene- 
ficially in our Navy Department, as well as in some 
branches of the Army. 

The subject of coast defences and fortifications 
has been fully aud carefully treated by the Board 
of Fortifications, whose report was submitted at the 
last session of Congress, but no construction work of 
the kind recommended by the Board bas been pos- 
sible during the last year from the lack of appro- 
priations for such purpose. The defenceless condi- 
tion of our seacoast and lake frontier is perfecily 
palpable. The examinations made must convince 
us all that certain of our cities named in the report 
of the Buard should be fortified, and that work on 
the most important of these fortifications should be 
commeuced at ounce. The work has been thoroughly 
considered and laid out, the Secretary of War re- 
ports, but all is delayed in default of Congressional 
action. ‘he absolute necessity, judged by all stand- 
ards of prudence and foresight, of our preparation 
for an effectual resistance against the armored ships 
and steel guos and mortars of modern construction 
which may threaten the cities on our coasts, is so 
apparent that I hope effective steps will be taken in 
that direction immediately. The valuable and sug- 
gestive treatment of this question by the Secretary 
of War is earnestly commended to the considera- 
tion of the Congress. 

iu September and October last the bostile Apaches 
who, under the leadership of Geronimo, had for 18 
months been ou the war path, and during that time 
bad committed mavy murders and been the cause 
of constant terror to the settlers of Arizona, sur- 
rendered to Geueral Miles, the military commander 
who succeeded General Crook in the management 
and direction of their pursuit. Under the terms of 
their surrender as then reported, and in view of the 
understanding which these murderous savages 
seemed to entertain of the assurances given them, it 
was considered best to imprison thenpin such man- 
ner as to prevent their ever engaging in such out- 
rages again, instead of trying them for murder, 


The report of the Secretary of the Navy contains 
a detailed exhibic of the condition of his Depart- 
ment, with such a statement of the action needed to 
improve the same as should challenge the earnest 
attention of the Congress. 

All the vessels heretofore authorized are under con- 
tract or in course of construction, except the ar- 
mored ships, the torpedo and dynamite boats, and 
one cruiser. As to the last of these, the bids were 
in excess of the limit fixed by Congress. The pro- 
duction in the United States of armor and gun steel 
is a question which it seems necessary to settle at an 
early day, if the armored war vessels are to be com- 
pleted with those materials of home manufacture. 

In the event that the present invitation of the 
Department for bids to jurnish such of this ma; 
ternal as is now authorized, shall fail to induce 
domestic manufacturers to undertake the large ex- 
peoditures required to prepare for this new manu- 
facture, and no other steps are taken by Congress at 
its coming session, the Secretary contemplates with 
dissatisfaction the necessity of obtaining abroad the 
armor and the gun steel for the authorized ships. it 
would seem desirable that the wants of the Army 
and the Navy in this regard should be reasonably 
met, and that by uniting their contracts such in- 
ducement might be offered as would result in secur- 
ing the domestication of these important interests. 

With an anxious desire to devise some plan of op- 
eration by which to secure the welfare of the Indi- 
ans, and to relieve the Treasury as faras possible 
from the support of an idle and dependent popula- 
tion, I recommended in my previous annual message 
the passage of alaw authorizing the appointment 
ofa commission as an instrumentality auxiliary to 
those already established for the care of the Jndi- 
ans. it was designed that this commission should be 
composed of six intelligent and capable persons— 
three to be detailed from the Army—having practi- 
cal ideas upon the subject of the treatment of Indi- 
ans, and interested in their welfare; und that it 
should be charged, under the direction of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, with the management of sueh 
matters of detail as cannot with the present organi- 
zation be properly and successfully conducted, and 
which present different phases, as the Indians them- 
selves differ, in their progress, needs, disposition 
and capacity for improvement or immediate self- 
support. By the aid of such a commission much un- 
wise and useless expenditure of money; waste of 
materials, and unavailing efforts might be avoided; 
and it 1s hoped that this or some measure which the 
wisdom of Congress may better device, to supply 
the deficienvy of the present system, may receive 
eae consideration, and the appropriate legislation 

e provided. 

On June 30, 1886, there were 365,783 pensioners on 
tbe rolls of the bureau. Since 1861 there have been 
1,018,755 applications for pensions filed, of which 78,- 
834 were based upon service in the War of 1812. 
There were 621,754 of these applications allowed, in- 
cluding 60,178 to the solciers of 1812 and their widows. 
The total amount paid for pensions since 1861 is 
$808,624,811.57. The number of new pensions allowed 
during the year ended June 30, 1886, is 40,857—a larger 
number than has been allowed in any year save one 
since 1861; the names of 2,229 pensioners which bad 
been prowsouey dropped from the rolls were re- 
stored during the year, and after deducting those 
dropped within the same time for various causes, a 
net increase remains for the year of 20.658 names. 
From Jan. 1, 1861, to Dec. 1, 1885, 1,967 private pen- 
sion acts had been passed. Since the last-mentioned 
date, and during the last session of the Congress, 644 
such acts became laws. 

The Commissioner of Pensions estimates from the 
best information he can obtain that 9,000 of those 
who have served in the Army and Navy of the 
United States are now supported, in whole or in 
part, from public funds or by organized charities, 
exclusive of those in soldiers’ homes under the di- 
rection and control of the Government. Ouly 13 per 
cent. of these are pensioners, while of the entire 
number of men furnished for the late war something 
like 20 per cent., including their widows and rela-. 
tives, have been or now are in receipt of pensions. 

THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 

Tue Washington correspondent of the New York 
Times says: The last set of recommendations made 
by Gen. Hazen, Chief Signal Officer of the Army, are 
exciting the ridicule of nearly all the Army officers 
stationed here. The 2d Lieutenants regard his peti- 
tion as an insult. They were all appointed upon 
Gen. Hazen's endorsement that they were efficient 
and well qualified to perform the duties connected 
with the service. He now veers around and recom- 
mends their transfer to the live of the Army, be- 
cause they are iucapable men and -cannot properly 
do the service required of them. On the other hand 
the West Poiuters are offended at what they term the 
egotism of the man in charge of the Signal Corps. 
The general criticism is that the Chief Signal Officer 
does not know what he is talking about. He wishes 
to encumber the Army with a lot of men thoroughly 
unfamiliar with military duties and to take in ex- 
change men experienced in matters of a military na- 
ture but totally without knowledge of metecrologi- 
cal subjects. 


TORPEDOES FOR DEFENCE. 


Tue New York Herald, of Dec. 4, prints an inter- 
view with Rear Admiral Stephen B. Luce, U.S. N., 
in which that experienced officer discusses with 
great clearness the problem of ous naval deficiencies 
and needs. The Admiral says among other things: 
*“ Therereems to be in the popular mind a sort of 
vague reliance on the use of the torpedo as a cheap 
and easy method of defensive and offensive opera- 
tions, but this is a delusion. While each oue of 
the leading pvaval powers has an organized tor- 
pedo service, we have none. Moreover, the defen- 
sive torpedo needs to be under the protection of 
heavy batteries; these we have not. The offensive 
torpedo needs swift torpedo boats and a corps of offi- 
cers and seamen skilled in their use; we have neither 
the one nor the other. Again, it is said that the very 
sboalness of our harbors constitutes an effectual bar- 
rier against foreign) ironclads. But Long Island, 
Sound, Delaware, Chesapeake, and San Francisco 
bays furnish maguificent roadsteads for the largest 
fleets and heaviest draught ships. From such points 
as centres could hostile fleets project littoral opera- 
tions, to the utter destruction of our ocean and 
4 coastwise trade,”

‘The fact, however, 
thatan accused has been tried while in irons cannot, in any 
case, affect the validity of the proceedings of the court.—

SLEEPING CAR ACCOMMODATIONS FOR REGIMENTAL

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Military Information.—The Adjutant-General has 
written the Chiefs of the Bureaus of the War De- 
partment, requesting their assistance in the matter 
of increasing the efficiency of the * Division of Mili- 
tary Information.”’ The officers, says the Adjutant- 
General, can assist materially in this desirable ob- 
ject, by reporting fully upor matters which the 
nature of their duties will require them to be cog- 
nizant of, but which are not ordinarily reported 
on. It would be well that the officers of the Q. M. 
D. should report concerning the resources of the 
part of the country in which they are serving, with 
reference to the supply of leather, cloth, etc., and 
also as regards means of transportation, including 
railroads, water transportation, borses, and mules. 
Officers of the Subsistence Department should re- 
port concerning the food supply, both as regards 
centres of production and output, while officers of 
the Ordnance Department should report concerning 
sources of supply and output of arms and ammuni- 
tion. And all officers should, whenever practicable, 
make report on anytbing which it may be desirable 
for the Government to know in case of sudden war. 
it is of vital importance that the Government should 
know in such case, what it could expect and where 
to look for it, outside of its own workshops and 
stock on hand: also bow quickly it could ae 
its troops and munitions of war. There is hardly a 
journey which van be made by an officer in bis own 
or a foreign country which may not be made pro- 
ductive of valuable results. It is, however, almost 
impossible to specify in detail all the points concern- 
ing which information is desired, but this can well 
be left to the intelligence and discretion of the 
officers.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE guns for the new cruiser Atlanta were ship- 
ped from the proving ground to New York by canal 
on Tuesday of this week. 

ADMIRAL PoRTER has recommended to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy that the Norton lifeboat be tested 
on the next trial trip of the Atlanta. 

GovERNOR ABBETT, Of New Jersey, has pardoned 
Charles Tong Sing, Chinaman, who was a member of 
the Jeannette and Thetis Polar Expeditions, and 
who, in 1885, was sentenced to prison for seven years 
for assault.

Cengress will be asked to grant a charter Lo 
the new organization, when the process of securing 
money will be pushed with energy. 

GENERAL HERBERT, Chairman of the House Naval 
Committee is quoted as saying: “There will be no 
difficulty about the Navy Department securing the 
increased amount vecessary for the vew cruiser 
Newark.” “Do you find that the sentiment in favor 
of building up the Navy has grown much within the 
last few years?” be was asked. “I don’t think 
there is any doubt ubout it,”’ he replied, ‘and I may 
say, in passing, that in no section of the country are 
the people more heartily in sympathy with this 
sentiment, than in my State of Alabama. This I[ 
find to be true, not only in wy district, but through- 
out the entire State.” 

Ir is, says the New York Tribune, a most damag- 
ing and false notion that some of our so-called 
statesmen entertain that there are no American 
paval architects and engineers who are capable of 
designing and planuing our ships. William H. Webb 
designed and built the Dunderberg, the ackuowl- 
edged model and original of the present case-mated 
cruiser, besides producing pattern sbips for several 
European navies. John Roach bas built and engined 
more than a hundred steamers, an “‘auxiliary’ pavy 
such as no other nation has prodaced. A modest 
and unassuming architect of Boston produced the 
Puritan aud Mayflower. Captain Ericsson designed 
a monitor that saved the Union, and Naval Con- 
structors Hanscom, Pook aud Delano have made 
more modeis tuan there are vessels in the entire 
British Navy. 

Tue Wasbington correspondent of the New York 
Times says: “The cadet engineers, some of whom 
are stationed in the Navy Department, are industri- 
ously engaged in gathering ‘influence’ to push the 
bill for theic relief, which has been reported favor- 
ably by both the Seaate and House Naval Com- 
mittves. These are the young men who were held 
by the Supreme Court to have been illegally dis- 
charged trom the Service by ex-Secretary Chandler. 
Under this decision 35 were restored to the Navy. 
Seven have since resigned, leaviug 26 still in the 
Service. They now held oilice and draw salaries 
only as cadet engineers. The only concession made 
by the Secretary of the Navy was to offer them 
precedeuce over all Naval Academy graduates when 
vacanics occurred in the Engineer Corps. There 
are six such vacancies pow existing. The cadets, 
however, refuse to accept the commissions unless 
they are restored to the number in the list of assist- 
aut engineers they would have had but for Mr. 
Chandier’s illegal action. If their bill passes the 26 
men will be wedsed ia about the middle of the 
present list of assistant engineers. The engineer 
officers of bigh ravk are in favor of the passage of 
the act, and Secretary Whitney, although he did not 
recommend the relicf in bis report, is said to 
acknowledge that the cadets are justly cutitled to it.

CONCENTRATION OF NAVAL STORES. 


Navy Deprt., WAsHINGTON, D. (., Dec, 2, 1886. 
Hon. Wm. C. Whitney, Secretary of the Navy: 


Srr: In obedience to your order ot the 17th ult., 
coustituting us a board to formulate regulations fer 
the concentration of naval stores and materials, 
etc., We would state that after a preliminary eon- 
ference with the officials at the Department inter- 
ested, and due deliberation of the subject. we have 
arrived at the conclusion that it will be practicable 
to begin on Jan. 1 next the initial inauguration of 
the project outlined in your instructions to the ex- 
tent of transferring on that date the various stores 
and materials at all yards end stations from their 
present custodians to one general storekeeper at 
each of those points, and respectfully submit here- 
with a draft of General Order, which in ita tempo- 
rary provisions coversand should govern such trans 
fers, and also those on shipboard. 

It will be premature to expect immediate reduc- 
tion of the force that bas been employed in the care 
of such stores, but after necessary work in arrang- 
ing and consolidating, etc., we are of opinion thata 
large reduction may follow by the end of the fiscal 
year. 

Regarding the proposed transfer of the general 
purchasing and accountant’s duties to the Paymas- 
ter General’s Office, we find that the chapge in- 
volves such extensive revision and preparation of 
account books, blank forms, and other necessary 
machinery of the new system that the board are of 
the opinion that it would be impracticable to con- 
summate this, the remaining feature of the projeet, 
before the beginning of the fiscal year. 

Between now and that date the board will be able 
to mature and perfect the details of the whole of 
the new system, whereby its operations may be 
smoothly inaugurated.

NAVY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, December 4, 1°86, 


G. 0. No. 355. 

On the Ist day of January, 1847, all stores and supplies, and 
the records of all property and plants at Navy-yards aud 
Stations, appertaining to and belonging to the Navy De- 
partment, with the exceptions of vesselsand of stores avd 
supplies coming under the cognizance of the Bureau cf 
Medicine and Surgery and of the Marine Co: will be trane- 
ferred to the Bureau of Provisions and Clothing. 

At Navy. yards and Stations there will be an officer of the 
Pay Cor esignated as the General Storekeeper, who will, 
on the above date, be given charge of all stores and supplies, 
and of the records of property and plants at their respee- 
tive Yards and Stations, and inventories embracing the 
same, showing quantities and values in detail, will be furn- 
whed to him by the officers represcting the several Bur- 
eaus, and now in charge of said property, and he will re- 
ceipt for the same, subject to such corrections as may be 
found necessary when said inventories can be verified to his 
satisfaction. 

The Ist day of July, 1887, is flxel upon as the date, by 
which time proper arrangements must made for having 
concentrated, in one or more storehouses, such stores and 
supplies as should be so stored and guarded as to enable the 
General Storekeeper to assume a rigid responsibility tor 
their proper care and expenditure. 

The property accounts of the several Bureaus will be kept 
separate, and until the Ist day of July, 1887, the necessary 
books and blank torms now prescribed will be used, and the 
reports and returns required by existing orders and reguia- 
tions will be regularly made and forwarded. 

The civil employees and laborers now connected with the 
accounts and care of the stores and supplies, will be trans- 
ferred to the office of the General Storekeeper, and he will 
¢ ntrol their services, they being continued on the rolls and 
paid by the Bureaus from which they ere transferred. 

An officer ot the Enginecr Coupe. a boatswain, a carpenter, 
and a sailmaker, will be assianed to duty under the Genera. 
Storekeeper, and he will define their duties and responst- 
bilities, 

On board of vessels, all equipments, outfits and supplies, 
with the exceptions of those pertaining to the Medical De- 
partment and Marine Corps, will, on the first day of the 
quarter following the receipt of this order, be transierred to 
the charge of the pay officer, and complete inventories will 
be furnished to him by those now having charge of said 
property, for which receipts will be given. The pay cfficer, 
until further instructed, will use the books and blank forms 
pow prescribed in making reports and returns to the eeveral 
Burcaus. 

A separate property account in each department will be 
kept, and all articles in use and under the control of officers 
will be receipte* for, and such receipt will carry with it an 
accountavility for the same. 

The enginecr’s and the equipment yeomen will be attached 
to the Pay Department.

THE late Admiral Hopart Pasna left behind him 
a very valuable autobiographical sketch, which has 
been republished in this country by Messrs, D. Ap- 
PLETON AND Co., under the title of ‘‘ Sketches from 
My Life.” The most interesting chapters for the 
American reader are those giving an account of 
HOBART’s experience and adventures as Captain 
Roserts, the blockade-runner who was so much 
sought after by our cruisers during the blockade of 
the Southern coast. He made, it appears, six suc- 
cessful round trips between Nassau, N. P., and 
Wilmington, N. C., in his first vessel, the D—n, 
and one successful round trip ina second vessel, be- 
tween Wilmington and Bermuda. Starting from 
Wilmington in a second trip the yellow fever broke 
out on his vessel and he put into Halifax, where he 
himself came down with it. By this time blockade 
running had become less profitable, owing in part 
to the increased efficiency of our cruisers, and in 
part to the mistake made by the Confederate au 
thorities in compelling the blockade runners to 
carry out cotton on Government account. So Cap- 
tain RoBeRTs abandoned the business and reappeared 
in proper person as a captain in the English Navy. 
Of his experience he says: ‘‘To the American offi- 
cers and men who manned the cruisers, I can, as a 
nautical man, truly and honestly give the credit of 
having most zealously performed their hard and 
wearisome duty. It was not their fault that 1 did 
not visit New York at the Government expense, but 
the old story that ‘blockades to be legal, must be 
efficient,’ is a tale for bygone days. So long as the 
batteries at the entrance of the port blockaded keep 
ships at a respectable distance, the blockade will be 
broken.” Speed is the most important factor in 
closing a port by blockade and when the sea was 
finally covered with very fast vessels, able to pick 
up blockade runners with heavy cargoes of cotton 
at sea in the daytime, blockade running was nearly 
stopped.” 

The treatment received by captured blockade 
runners differed very materially, he tells us. If a 
bona fide American man-of-war of the old school 
made the capture, they were always treated with 
kindness by their captors. But ‘‘there were among 
the officers of vessels picked up hurriédly and em- 
ployed by the Government a yery rough lot, who 














rejoiced in making their prisoners as uncomfortable 
as possible. They seemed to have only one good 
quality, and this was that there were among them 
many good freemasons, and frequently a prisoner 
found the advantage of having been initiated into 
the brotherhood. American naval men did not look 
down on blockade-running as a grievous sin, hard 
work as it gave them in trying to put a stop to it. 
They were sometimes a little severe on men who, 
after having been fairly caught in a chase at sea, 
wantonly destroyed their weapons, chronometers, 
etc., rather than let them fall into the hands of the 
cruisers’ officers.” 

Our officers who failed in the chase after ‘‘ Cap- 
tain Roperts ”. will experience additional chagrin 
when they discover from this volume the ruses by 
which he avoided capture, and learn that in the event 
of his luck’s going against him he had resolved to 
take the matter philosophically, and ‘set it up for 
the boys” when they went aboard to take possession 
of his vessel. On one occasion it appears they barely 
escaped enjoying his hospitality. He had been 
brought to by an order which ‘‘a stentorian voice 
howled out: ‘Heave to in that steamer or I'll sink 
you!’” The boarding party hai put off and the 
bowmen had just touched the side of his vessel 
with their boat-hooks when he whispered down the 
tube into the engine room, ‘‘ Full speed, ahead!” 
For some reasons not a shot was fired and he es- 
caped. Perhaps some of our naval officers may 
explain why, and may favor us with a description 
of the complimentary reception tendered to the 
baffled boarders when they returned to their ship. 

On another occasion ‘* Captain Roperts” just 
avoided running down a barge which had been 
planted close to the entrance of Wilmington harbor 
to signal the movements of blockade runners. 
Again, he escaped a pursuing cruiser by taking ad- 
vantage of the Gulf Stream while the other vessel 
steamed along its outer edge. Once he was sub- 
jected to a broadside at fifty yards and the marines 
treated him to a heavy fire of musketry, but the 
shot all passed over, except one that went through 
the funnel, and but one man was wounded slightly 
by the marines. He made an attempt to get into 
Savannah, but it was a failure. It was tried once 
afterwards by a steamer which managed to get well 
past the fort, but which struck on a sand-bank 
shortly after doing so and was captured in the 
morning. 

It appears that HoBpart PasHa engaged in block- 
ade running partly for the pecuniary profit he 
found in it, and partly as a relief to the tedium of 
waiting for a command after he had been promoted 
post captain. His first venture was ona thousand 
female corsages which he hpught in England and 
sold in Wilmington for an advance of nearly 1,100 
per cemt. upon the cost. He describes how the 
blockade runners were prepared for their work by 
raducing*their spars to a light pair of lower masts, 
without any yards across them, the only break in 
their outline being a small crow’s-nest on the fore- 
mast to be used as a lookout place. The hull, which 
showed about eight feet above water, was painted a 
dull grey culor, to render her as nearly as possible 
invisible in the night. The boats were lowered 
square with the gunwales. Coal was taken on 
board, the ‘‘telescope,” lowered close down to the 
deck. In order that no noise might be made, steam 
was blown off under water. In fact, every ruse was 
resorted to to enable the vessel to elude the vigil- 
ance of the American cruisers. HOBART PasHa tells 
us that in all about sixty-six vessels left England 
and New York to run the blockade during the four 
years’ war, of which more than fifty were destroyed 
by their own crews or capiured ; but most of them 
made several runs before they came to grief, and in 
so doing paid well for their owners. 








THE galley proofs of the specifications for the 
armor plates and gun forgings were being examined 
and corrected by the Chief of Ordnance on Thurs 
day, and the issuing of the formal circulars is a 
matter of very short time. The delay of several 
weeks in issuing the circulars is explained to be due 
to the difficulty in drawing up the rules and regula- 
tions regarding the proposals. It is a new work and 
there was no establishel precedent for the guidance 
either of the Government or bidders, and the O-d- 
nance Bureau was very desirou; that the specifica- 
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tions should contain all the information that might 
be required by bidders. It is thought that the delay 
s only apparent, as the time gained by issuing pam- 
phiet circulars would have been lost in the future 
in supplying the bidders by word of mouth, or by 
correspondence, with the detailed information prop- 
erly belonging to the circulars. | 








ALTHOUGH the second report of the Secretary of 
Navy is not so extended as the first one that came 
from his pen, yet 1t is full of items of interest to 
the service. His reiteration of the necessity for a 
reorganization of the department will come with 
addad force after his expericnce of an additiona 
yewr in office. His criticism of the new cruisers, 
b1ilt under the previous administration, must be 
accepted as an assurance that these now about to be 
contracted for will be a decided improvement upon 
them. As to that we shall be better able to form 
an opinion lateron. The prospect now is encourag- 
ing. Among the recsmmendations in the annual 
reports approved by Secretary WHITNEY are the pro- 
posed shortening of the course at Annapolis, the ad- 
mission of a limited number of apprentices to that 
institution, the need for additional legislation look- 
ing to the welfare of the enlisted men, the construc- 
tion of additional dry docks, the procuring of new 
batteries for the vessels that are likely to last for 
some time to come, the fitting out of a squadron of 
tugs for the purpose of experimenting with 
the revised tactics, the need for additional 
appropriations for the time service at the 
Naval Observatory, and the improvement of the 
conditions under which medical efficers enter the 
Service. The Naval War College receives well-de- 
served commendation. In the report of iast year, 
it was stated that at a later date some recommenda- 
tions concerning the personnel would be made; it 
is to be regretted that.advantage has not been taken 
of the opportunity afforded at this time to bring 
forward something of this nature. The conditions 
under which the junior line officers are placed with 
regard to pay should have brought forth some word 
of approval of the bill now before the House Com- 
mittee by which their pay is to be increased. There 
are other questious which must soon demand atten- 
tion, and it is to be hoped that now the designs of 
the Department concerning the materiel have been 
published, some attention may be paid to the needs 
of the officers whose positions need improvement. 





Tue Secretary of War makes two recommenda- 
tions in his annual report which should certainly 
be received with favor by the Army. The one is 
that examination be made a condition of promotion. 
This, of course, especially refers to the commis- 
sioned officers of the line and, as Mr. ENDICOTT says, 
‘*there can be no reasonable objection to this test 
on the part of those subjected to it.” Indeed, 
judging from the report of the senior Inspector- 
General, that he finds the ‘ Officers of the Army 

. ambitious to excel,” there is every reason 
to suppose that but very few would fail to pass. 
The anticipation of such an examination would 
prove an excellent incentive to constant study, pro- 
fessional and otherwise, and keep the mind, as well 
as the body, in the best of order, and thus be pro- 
ductive of the best results to the Service before as 
well.as after promotion. : 

Mr. Enpicott’s other recommendation is that the 
disability retired list be expanded so that there may 
be placed upon it all officers found by duly consti- 
tuted boards to be incapacitated for active service. 
It is scarcely necessary to refer to the utility and 
importance of this measure. The officers who have 
been before Retiring Boards, found incapacitated 
for service, and now ‘‘on sick leave until further 
orders,” are by no means few, but under the present 
slow process of retirement it msy be years before 
promotion falls to their janiors. It is little wonder 
that many of our subalterns become, under this 
eondition of affairs, despondent and hopeless, and 
look upon the Service more as a living convenience 
in point of salary, than as an honorable profession. 
We trust that Congress will not fail to consider 
these two valuable suggestions, and thus enable the 
Army to renew its youth and preserve its vitality, 
not for its own personal benefit but for the benefit 
of the country at large. We hope prompt attention 
will also be given to the Secretary’s recommenda— 





tion that five thousand men be added to the Army 
and the three battalion organization applied to the 
infantry. 








Tae last proof of the formal contracts for the 
construction of the proposed naval vessels was re- 
ceived at the Navy Department from the printing 
office on Thursday. The final signing of the con- 
tracts will be completed as soon as possible, and the 
contractors will lose no time in commencing oper- 
ations. It is hoped that the Secretary of the Navy 
has addressed a letter to the House Naval Commit- 
tee representing the inadequacy of the appropria- 
tion for cruiser No. 1, and recommending that a 
sufficient sum be added to that already appropriat- 
ed to enable the Department to have the vessel built 
upon the plans already designed. The committee 
favors the increase. 








By a vote of 120 against 12 the House on Wed- 
nesday agreed to the motion of Mr. HERBERT to 
devote Wednesday, December 15th, and from day to 
day throughout until disposed of, the bill No. 7635, 
to consolidate certain bureaus of the Navy Depart- 
went. There is a good deal of quiet work being 
done by Naval officers in opposition to this bill, and 
a lively and entertaining debate may therefore be 
expected on Wednesday next. 








WE are glad to note that enlisted men who “ lose 
through neglect, sell or otherwise dispose of” cloth- 
ing issued for their use as soldiers, are being 
more frequently reminded, through the medium 
of courts-martial, that the vicious practice must 
stop. It needs but a little extra vigilance and a 
few pointed examples to materially abate if not 
wholly end the clothing traffic, which has in the 
past cost the Government so much. 








THE statement of the Secretary of War that it is 
the intention during 1887 ‘‘ to issue a new edition of 
the Army Regulations, revised and condensed,” 
will bring joy to the hearts and brains of those who 
are well nigh spent in the endeavor to keep track of 
the innumerable changes made since the issue of the 
edition of 1881. 








GENERAL Joun M. Corset was, it appears an agent 
for Mr. Tilden during the dispute growing out of his 
claim to the office of President. He went to Wash- 
ington in Mr. Tilden’s behalf to sound the Repub- 
lican managers, and made up his mind that they 
were determined to see their candidate inaugurated. 
From this quarter Corse turned his attention to the 
Army. He asked his old friend, General Sherman, 
what he would consider his duty in event of a failure 
to elect a President by March 4. General Sherman 
premptly replied: “Down to the 4th of March my 
duty and my pleasure would be to obey the orders 
of the President of the United States. After that 
I would have to take things as I foundthem. As 
General of the Armyit would be my undoubted 
duty and loyalty to the people to preserve order 
pending the settlement of a selection of a Chief 
Magistrate and the raising of the interregnum.” 
Sherman’s attitude, and the corresponding attitude 
of President Grant, was interpreted to indicate a 
determination on their part to maintain the status 
in quo until the question of the succession was le- 
gally determined. As soon as the state of mind of 
the powers in control was ascertained Mr. Tilden 
resolved upon a conservative line of action. The 
influence of the business men and interests was 
paramount with him. The gratification of his am- 
bition was secondary to the peace and order of his 
country. The final solution of the question by Con- 
gress was acquiesced ip. 








Tue San Francisco: News Letter says of General 
John S. Mosby: “In a narrative of his military 
operations in a local Sunday paper, this veteran of 
a bundred battles, by what infatuate fatality pos- 
sessed I know not, relates that on ove occasion he 
did the wrong thing! Of all the commanders in 
the recent lukewarmness who bave recorded in 
print their military services, General Mosby is the 
vuly one who was ever guilty of an error. As he 
was on the Confederate side, the conclusion that his 
blunder lost the war is as irresistible as the progress 
of a full-rigged rhinoceros through a sea of yellow 
dogs.” 








GenerRAL Braaa, Chairman of the House Military 
Committee, is credited with an intention to s0 con- 
trol the future disbursement of the appropriatious 
for tbe Army, that Army commanders sball have 
little, if anything, to sayin the matter, the bureaus 
provided by law to take charge of the disbursements 











being given full control. We supposed this 
was the case, and that the War Department regulat- 
ed all allotments and controlled all expenditures, 
but we are willing to be instructed by Generul 
Bragg. 








THE London Engineer, in an article on the United 
States Navy, says: “Secretary Whitney seems de- 
termined to give the United States something like a 
navy. Several advertisements have recently ap- 
peared in the New York papers of much interest. 
One is to the effect that the United States Govern- 
ment will pay $15,000 for the best designs for ships of 
war. A lecturer at Greenock the other day is re- 
ported to have characterized this advertisement as 
an attempt to bribe officials in the employ of the 
British Government. This charge is considered in 
America to be captious. The naval officials of the 
United States fail to see why the Government may 
not supply its needs in any open market; or why 
England, which builds ships of war for various 
countries, should draw the line at furnishing plans 
to the United States. Commodore Walker, Admiral 
Luce, and Constructor Wilson have published their 
views on the subject, and they all regard Mr. Whit- 
ney’s act as beyond fair criticism. ‘New York,’ 
says the special correspondent of the Standard, ‘bas 
had some experience in bribery, but in no case bas 
bribery been attempted through the medium of an 
advertisement in the columns of a newspaper.’"’ Of 
the advertisement intended to stimulate the steel- 
makers of the United States to produce armor and 
guns, the Engineer says: “There is at present no 
plant in the United States competent to produce the 
thicker plates named, and it is certain that unless 
the Government is prepared to pay an epormous 
price, it would not pay to put up plant to roll the 
comparatively few plates needed. If such works 
are established at all, which we doubt, then the 
United States must compete with our own makers 
for those foreign orders which alone can keep a 
large plant going.”” The N. Y. Tribune estimates 
that within the next five years the Government wiil 
require some 14,000 tons of steel armor plates and 
gun forgings, worth in the aggregate nearly $8,000,- 
000, to complete the armor and armament of the 
double-turreted monitors, the two 6,000-ton cruisers, 
and the new ships. 








LIEUTENANT-GENERAL SHERIDAN this week issued 
a notice that the Society of the Army of the Cum- 
berland will hold its eighteenth reunion in Wash- 
ington ov the 11th and 12th of May, 1887, on which 
occasion the statue in memory of James A. Garfield 
will be unveiled.

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THE FORTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 


Tae second session of the Forty-niuth Congress 
Opevs up very anspiciously for the Army. Two of 
the most important military bills on the calendar 
are the first measures to pass the House. These are 
the bills to relieve Army officers (graduates of West 
Point) from the ruling of Cowptroller Maynard, 
affecting their pay between date of craduation and 
assignment to regiments, and for the establishment 
of a cavalry and light artillery schocl at Fort Riley 
and the completicn of Forts D. A. Russellaxd Rob- 
inson. These bills were pushed through in a sar 
peiioaly short space of time, and in a manner thor- 
oughly indicative of a friendly feeling on the part 
of the House toward the Army. Gen. Bragg is, 
however. entitled to much credit for springing the 
bills ov the House at an opportune time and in en- 
gineering them through successfully. 

The bill for the relief of the graduates passed the 
Senate last session. When it reached the House the 
Military Committee struck out all after the enact- 
ing clause and adopted the following instead, in 
which form it passed the House on Tuesday : 

8. 1424. That every cadet who has heretofore graduated cr 
may hereafter graduate at the West Point Military Aca- 
demy, and who has been or may hereafter be commissioued 
a 2d lieutenant in the | of the United States, under the 
laws appointing such graduates to the Army, shall be al- 
lowed full pay as 2d lieutenant from the date of his gradua- 
tion tothe date of his acceptunce of and qualification under 
his commission, and during his graduation leave, in accord- 
ance with the uniform practice which bas prevailed since the 
establishment of the Military Academy. 

The following is the text of the bill for the estab- 
lishment of aschool of instruction of cavalry and 
light artillery at Fort Riley and for other purposes, 
as it passed the House: 


H. R. 7192. That the Secretary of war be, and he is hereby. 
authorized and directed to establish upon the military reser- 
vation ut Fort Riley a permanent school of instruction for 
drili and practice for the cavalry and light artillery service 
of the Army of the United States,and which shall be the 
depot to which all recruits forsuch service shall be sent; 
and for the purpose of construction of such quarters, bar- 
racks, and stables as may be required to carry into effect the 
purposes of this act the sum of $200,000, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary,is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of War is hereby authorized and 
directed to complete the quarters and barracks at Fort D. A. 
Russell, in the Territory of Wyoming, and al:o to enlarge 
und complete the quirters and barracks at Fort Robinson, 
in the State of Nebraska, to a capacity for a garrison of ten 
companies; and there is hereby appropriated for the pur- 
poses mentioned in this section, out of any money in the 

reasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of $175,000. cr 
so much thereof as may be necessary. 

Bills and petitions were presented in both Houses 
of Copgresson Tuesday, autborizmeg the President 
to place the name of Sebuyler Hamilton, Majer Gen- 
eral of Volunteers, on the retired list of the Army. 

House bil! No. 1,171 amending the act providing 
“for the muster and pay of certain officers and en- 
listed men of the volunteer forces,”” which was von- 
sidered during the closinz days of the last session 
but not finally acted upon, was passed by the House 
on Wednesday without opposition. 

The Senate bill passed by the House on Tuesday 
for tbe relief of West Point graduates, wae returr.ed 
to the Senate on Thursday, and immediately passed 
as amended by the House. The bill only requires the 
President’s signature to become a law. The text of 
the bill as finally passed, will be found below. 

Neither of the Service Committees of the Senate 
held a meeting this week. A meeting of the Military 
Committee has been called for Tuesday next to con- 
sider Mr. Manderson’s pew billauthorizing the exam- 
ination of officers of the line before promotion, and 
the bills which passed the House this week for the 
establishment of a cavalry school at Fort Riley, ete., 
and for the relief of certaiu officers and men of the 
volunteer forces. 

The House coaoferees on tbe Fortification billon 
Thursday last reported a continued disagreement 
on that measure. The same committee, consisting 
of Messrs. Forney, Randall, and Butterworth, was 
again spoons. A meeting will be held next 
week, when 1 will probably be determined whether 
the bill pow “peey can become a law, or whether 
a new bill will have to be reported from the House 
Appropriation Committee. 


ACTION OF COMMITTEES. 


The only one of the Service Committees to meet 
this week wus the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs. This committee held a session on Thursday 
to consider a letter from the House Appropriation 
Committee, in which the question was asked whether 
or not the Naval Committee should not have juris- 
diction over the appropriatiozs for the maintenance 
of naval yards and stations and for the new raval 
observatory. Theseappropriations have heretofore 
been contained in the Sundry Civil Appropriation 
bill. Last year the Navy Appropriation bill was 
transferred from the Appropriation Committee to 
the Naval Committee, and the Appropriation Com- 
mittee is now of the impression that the rules under 
which this transfer was made contemplated the 
coutrol by the Naval Committee of the appropria- 
tions for the entire pvaval establishment. After 
looking into the matter the Naval Committee de- 
cided to reter the question to the House for its de- 
cision. The committee were inclined to agree with 
the views printed in the letter from the Committee 
on Appropriations, but were not prepared to accept 
its conclusions witbout direction of the House. 

As soon as all the reports of the bureau officers of 
the Navy Department bave been received by the 
committee they will proceed with the consideration 
of the naval appropriation bill. The purpose of the 
committee is to get this measure before the House 
before acting upon any of the other pending meas- 
ures. The appropriation bill will be considered from 
day to day until in shape to be reportei to the 
House. aaa 

Tbe Army appropriation bill is being pat into 
shape by Gen. Bragg. He hopes to have it far 
enough advanced to calla meeting ot his committee 
for its consideration on Tuesday next. He is under- 
stood to be contemplating a number of reforms, both 
in the manner and amount of the appropriation, 
but be does not indicate what any of bis plans are. 

The House Appropriation Committee has devoted 
most of the week to the consideration of the Sundry 
Ciytt Appropriation bill which is now in shape to be 
reported te the House. It contains about the same 
appropriat‘ons as last year for barracks and quar-

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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 


Tue Secretary of War in his anousl report pre- 
sents the expenditures, appropriations and estimates 
for the fiscal year 1885-6, and next summarizes the 
reports from the various divisions and deparcments. 
The deatb of Gen. Hancock is alluded to. Attention 
is called to the necessity for repairs. both of bar- 
racks and quarters in the Division of the Atlantic. 
* It is very desirable to reduce the number of sinall 
posts,and the appropriations made at the last ses- 
sion for the enlargeioent of Forts Riley, Russell and 
Robiuson, und the post at San Antonio, will render 
it possible in the interest of economy and good dis- 
oe ae to make still further reduction in their num- 

a 

Under the appropriations of the last session the enlarge- 
ment of Fort Niagara and the reconstruction of Fort Porter 
have been begun; ard the work upon the pew postat At- 
lanta, Ga., has been continued. These improvements will 
contribute much to the comfort of the troops of this divis- 
ion; and by the abandonment of smal), unimportant and in- 
convenient pos's now occupied for shelter merely, and by 
concentrating the troops in larger numbers at these new and 
other important places, it is hoped that good results will be 
obtained, not only in their discipline, but in reduced cost of 
maintaining them. The quarters for officers and men at the 
Dry Tortugas, built to accommodate a large garrison, are in 
an aninhabitable condition, and at manv other places build- 
ings are decaying and going to ruin for want of the neces- 
sary appropriations to repair them. Itis safe to say that in 
the event of a sudden call to furnish shelterto any consid- 
erable number of troops in this division they could not be 
provided for, mainly because of the want of repair of exist- 
ing buildings. 


Congress is asked to furnish a remedy for the dis- 
turbance of the Indian Territory by the unlawful 
incursion of white settlers. The Secretary reviews 
the history of the Indian outbreak in the Depart- 
ment of Arizona, in copnection with which he says: 


In the execution of the Lieutenant-General’s instructions 
to pursue, capture, or destroy the hostiles under Geronimo, 
asad and unexpected encounter with a body of Mexican 
troops, said to have been pursuing the same object, led to 
the death of Capt. Crawford. He wasa soldier ot great en- 
durance, energy, and courage, admirably fitted for the 
work he had undertaken. His untimely end in an obscure 
skirmush, and in the very act of calling a parley. is sadly to 
be deplored asa loss to the Army and the country. . . . 
Mr. Horn went forward fora parley. While it was in pro- 
gress, suddenly, and without warning, the Mexicans opened 
fire, wounding Capt. Crawford mortally and the interpreter 
in the arm. The Mexicans continued to fire for an hour and 
a half, and only consented to reply to our officers after it 
was evident that they could not capture our pvusition. 
Capt. Crawford and his officers all wore uniforms, but with- 
out insignia of rank. The general opinion of the white men 
with Crawford’s command was that they must have known 
that Crawford was a white man and soldier of the United 
States. The Mexicans were irregular gnd not national 
troops, and asserted that they were following the trail of 
the hostfies, and seeing the Indian scouts thought they were 
the Indians they were pursuing. 

The matter was referred at the request of this Depart- 
ment to the Mexican Government by the Department of 
State, and many communications on the subject have passed 
between the two Governments. The Mexicans deny all the 
statements made by our oflicers, say that they were the at- 
tacked and not the attacking party, and that they had no 
knowledge who Crawford wasor of his command. They 
also assert that they were in sight of Crawford's camp, and 
that no fight with the hostiles took place as stated by our 
officers. They declare that all the depredations in Mexico 
were committed by Crawford’s scouts and not by the hos- 
tiles, and that the animals lent them by Lieut. Maus after 
Crawtord was shot, on which to carry away their wounded, 
were animals stolen from them by Crawford’s command. 

- It may be stated here that the Mexican Government de- 
mands indemnity for depredations alleged to have been 
committed by Crawford’s command—the stealing and kill- 
ing of cattle, marauding upon inoffensive inhabitants, 
breaking down and burning fences, etc. The only claim 
thus far made on the part of the United States is based upon 
the proceedings of a board of survey, whick found that on 
the day following the engagement in which Crawford was 
killed Lieut. Maus was * compelled by these irregular Mexi- 
can troops to turn over to them a number of mules and 
their equipments under circumstances which rendered it 
quite impracticable for him to have done otherwise.” The 
nee ot Lieut. Maus is published with the reports of Gen. 
rook. 

The proceedings of this board, approved by the Secretary 
of War, were furnished to the State Department on Oct. 25 
tor such action as the Secretary of State might deem proper. 
The negotiations are now pending between the Department 
of State and the Mexican Government, and the matter is 
therefore no longer in the hands of the War Department. 
The subject of the correspondence with the Mexican Gov- 
ernment has been in reference to the killing of Capt. Craw- 
ford, and the return of the horses and mules loaned to the 
Mexican troops or payment of their value. No definite re- 
suit has yet been announced. 

The whole region over which these Apaches have for years 
carried on their murderous raids, and over which we have 
the mght by convention with Mexico to pursue them, has 
been demoralized to such an extent,and the arm of au- 
thority is so powerless, that lawlessness i: rather the rule 
than the exception. That the conduct of the Mexican irre- 
xulars was utterly unjustifiable in bringing on this e..gage- 
ment seems to admit of no question. It is difficult to 
ascertain precisely what motive prompted them; and how 
furthe Mexican Government is responsible for their mis- 
conduct, and its sad results are questions upon which we 
possess no reliable evidence upon which to decide. 


The facts concerning the Lieutevauat-General's loss 
of confidence in the Apache scouts and the relief of 
General Crook, with which our readers are already 
familiar, are presented here. Of the surrender of 
Geronimo to Lawton’s command, which closed the 
campaign ef Generai Miles, it is said: 

The fact of the surrender was communicated to the Presi- 
dent and the authorities in Wushington on September 7, and 
from the information received on that date the surrender 
was supposed to be unconditional. To this despatch the 
President replied that all the hostiles should be very safely 
kept as prisoners until they could be tried for their crimes 
or otherwise disposed of. The first intimation that the sur- 
render was unconditioval reached the Department on Sep- 
tember 9 by telezraphic advices from General Miles, through 
his division commander, that the Indians surrendered with 
the understanding that they wonld be sent out of the coun- 
try, and in pursuance of this plan General Miles had ordered 
them to be taken to Fort Marion. As this order was in 
direct opposition to the President's orders, General Stanley 
wus directed from the War Department to stop these Indians 
= —_ Antonio, Tex.,and hold them securely until further 

raer.,

As the terms forbade the transfer to the civilian 
authorities, who “have been guilty of the worst 
crimes known to the law, committed under circum- 
Stauces of great atrovily,” they were, to ensure the 
public safety, sent to Florida. The law did not ad- 
mit of the transfer to the Indian Territory of the 


00 Apaches oy the reservation, as requested by 
General Miles, and the Executive would not be 
justified in asking authority to place this !awlessana 
dangerous tribe among the peaceful Indians. * It is

States of Mexico, for so many years, are ended by 
the permanent removal of the flercest and most 
dangerous of the Apache tribés.”’ 


RETIREMENTS AND EXAMINATIONS FOR PROMOTION. 


The Secretary concurs in Gen. Sheridan’s recom- 
mendations that the retired list be enlarged, or to 
make room for all disabled officers. He says: 


IT also concur in the opinion expressed by the Lieutenant 
General that if the Army were inc men, and two 
companies were added to each of tne infantry regiments, 
the Army would be enabled to creditably perform such ser- 
vice as the country might demand. . 

The reports of the commanding officers of the Artillery 
School and of the Infantry and Cavalry School are very sat- 
isfactory, and show thata high standard of military educa- 
tion has been established, which promises to jead to the best 
results. The instruction of the Army in the use of the ritie 
or carbine has been thoroughly prosecuted during the year; 
the returns from each department and the results of the 
regular competitions exhibit a decided advance in rifle firing. 
As the importance of Yo practice in skirmish firme 
better recognized, it is believed that in the ncar future many 
of the soldiers wi.l become expert skirmishers, and the effect- 
ive fire of the maae of the Army will be greatly improved. 

The discipline ot the Army is reported to be good, and the 
efficiency of the various arms of the Service well main- 
tained. It has but little opportunity for active service, and 
what it hasis not of the most agreeable or inspiring kind. 
The control and pursuit of (ndians, difficult and hazardous 
as it often is, and developing as it does the individual charac- 
ter and gallantry of officcrs and men, is yet war ona very 
limited scale, and bears but slight resemblance to the great 
contests which follow the collision between nations. In any 
war with a foreign power our regular forces would be the 
nucleus of the great muster of volunteers, which experi- 
ence has taught us must be the natural resource in times of 
danger, and the discipline, guidance, and command of which 
must fall mainly upon the officers of the Regular Army. 

The efficiency, therefore, of our small force should be at 
the highest point, and the officers should be instructed, com- 
petent, and accomplished in ali knowledge tnat pertains’ to 
the art of war ard the duties of the soldier. Without great 
additional expense it should be and can be made a model 
army, for it has the materialin its officers and men to take 
this position. It should be borne in mind in this connection 
that it has been and still isthe policy of the Government to 
rear and train at West Point young menfrom all portions of 
the Republic to be soldiers. No expense is spared to give 
them the best military education possible. Only those who 
succeed in ing the tests of rigid examinations are selected 
for the public service. So severe is the ordeal through 
which they pass that but one in three su in graduat- 
ing. Nor is expense spared in beoviiing for these young 
men thus educated when they take their places in the 
Army, for the pay of our officers is higher through all its 
grades than that of any other army save the Anglo-Indian 
Army. And yet, after thus sparing and providing for 
them, there are no special uirements, common to all, de- 
manding their progress and growth in the profession of 
arms; and no inquiry is made, or examination had,as the 
years go by, and they advance grade after grave, whether as 
individuals they are worthy of premotion, and are equal to 
the higher rank and larger responsibilities they are forced to 
assume. When a 2d lhentenant enters the Service, whether 
from civil life. the ranks of the Army, or from the Military 

cademy at West Point,the rigid examination above alluded 
to is made the necessary condition for the corumission. 
this once passed, under present regulations, the officer can, 
and but too frequently does, close his books and his studies; 
and if he does not overwork or expose himself, he knows 
that, with good health and life, he ia certaip, under the ope- 
ratien of compulsory retirement, to reach tne highest grade 
open to seaority in his arm of Service, 

lassume it to be true in the a as elsewhere, that no 
man should occupy a position for w Ich he is not fitted ; and 
it is equally true that there should be some way in the Army, 
as elsewhere, through which such fitness sbould be ascer- 
tained. It may also be assumed that no men are so well 
fitted to determine the capacity or incapacity of a candidate 
for a place as those who have already filled the place and are 
familiar with its requirements and its duties. It would seem, 
therefore that no objection can reasonably be urged against 
an examination as a condition of promotion, the same to be 
conducted by officers of higher grade. This sbould not bea 
competitive examination, butsimply such an examination as 
would demonstrate the fitness of a candidate for promotion 
properly to perform the duties of the grade to which he as- 
pires. Itshould bea professional examination, having ref- 
erence to the mental, moral, and physical fitness of the can- 
didate. Its object is plain—the advancement and elevation 
of the Service. Surely there can be no reasonable objection 
to this test on the part of those who will be subjected to it. 

Examination as a means of ascertaining fitpess for promo- 
tion is no longer an experiment in the Army. It has been ip 
operation in the Medical Corps since 1834, when an act was 
passed requiring examination to precede admission to the 
corps as ist lieutenant, and another examination must 

ssed before promotion to the rank of major. 4 Stat., 714. 

n 1863, examination was ~~ asa y preliminary 
to promotion up to the grade of field oflicer in both the En- 
giveer and Ordnance Corps. This still continues in force in 
the Engineer Corps. 12 Stat., 743. In 1874 an act was passed 
with regard to the Ordnance Corps, providing that no ap- 
pointment or promotion therein should be made until the 
otficer so appoiated or promoted should have pai a satis- 
factory examination before a board of ordnance officers 
sevior to himself. 18 Stat., 245. In all these corps the result 
bas been suo satisfactory that its propriety and necessity are 
no Jonger questione1, and no one would think of returning 
to the earlier system. While the nature of the examination 
or the line of the Army and the staff would differ materi- 
ally, there would seem to be every reason to believe that it 
would be equally for the advantage of each. It should, 
therefore, be extended to the line of the Army, and no dis- 
tinction made between different arms of the same Service ; 
therevy implying that an examination was needed for one 
class not demanded forthe other. The necessity for such 
examination has already been demonstrated in two of the 
staff corps by the failure of officers to pass their examina- 
tions, and their consequent suspension from promotion ; 
while the rule of promotion by seniority, unqualified by any 
examination as to fitness, frequently allews the promotion, 
in the line of the Army, of men incompetent and unfit for 
service. 

Soldiers are developed and matured rapiijly on the battle- 
field, but in time of peace it is only by study and gesactnn, 
by practical experiment, by exercise in the use of weapons, 
and by keeping fully abreast of the world’s knowledge, that 
the soldier can be made ready tor his real work, when it 
comes. If he gets his promotion and his pay, and his 
rank and authority through apes of time, and a per- 
ftunctory routine performance of his daily duty without of- 
fence, why should he labor and strive for a higher excel- 
lence? U he is of better and truer mettle than to be content 
and indifferent, and does strive and labor and learn, he gets 
no more than he who is idje and waits. It is the presumption 
of fitness and superiority, because of seniority, that makes 
seniority a ground of promotion ; but, like all presumptions, 
it may be rebutted, and, if the man is shown to be unfit, the 
reason utterly fails. 

In the Navy, examination for promotion to a higher 
grade in the service has becn the law since 1864. is exam- 
ination is intended to ascertain the officer's ** mental, moral, 
and professional fitness to perform all his duties at sea; ” 
and it must also appear that a board of survey has pro- 
nouncea him “phystcally qualified to perform all” those 
duties.

OTHER RECOMMENDATIONS BY THE SECRETARY. 


The reports of the various department chiefs are 
reviewed by the Secretary and the following recom- 
mendations coming from them are concurred in: 

1. That a tailor and cook be enlisted for each 
company, etc., and that they and the post hospital 
cooks aud nurses have extra duty pay, and that the 
clothing of enlisted men be altered without charge. 
_ 2. That the power to waar punish minor 
offences be vested in the commanding officers; that 
the Articles of War be revised; that power to pun- 
ish civilian witnesses for contempt be given to 
Courts-martial; that the extent of punishment for

The Secretary says: 

Another year’s experience in administering the Depart- 
ment has cunfirmed the views expre in my annual re- 
port for 1885 that provision should be made foran Assistant 
Secretary of War. The constant increase in the business of 
the Department renders it necessary that such an oflicer 
should be appointed. It is belicved that salaries more com- 
mensurate with the arduous and responsible dutics per- 
formed should be awarded to the privcipal officers in the 
office of the Secretary of War, and the estimates submitted 
are commended to the favorable consideration of Congress, 


FORTIFICATIONS AND GUNS. 
On the vital subject of providing for the national 
defence Mr. Endicott says: 


During the past year work in connection with fortifica - 
tions bas been restricted to that necessury for their preser- 
vation and repair. This whole -ubject has been elaboratel 
and caretully treated in the report of the Board on Fortifi- 
tions or other Detenrces, submitted at the last session, to 
which I again invite the special attention of Congress. The 
utterly derenceless condition of our seacoast and lake fron- 
tier is aow well understood by every civilized nation in the 
world, and immediate action should be taken to prevent the 
disastrous and humiliating results tbat might follow a de- 
claration of war with the most insignificant of foreign 
powers possessing guns and ships of modern construction, 

What is needed for the defences of our seacoast may be 
briefly stated. The principal cities named in the report of 
the Board on Fortifications should be fortified, and werk on 
those most important should be begun at once, viz.: New 
York, San Francisco, Boston, and Washington. The de- 
fences required must be erected and prepurca to resist at- 
tack from the water. For the great ports of Kurope such 
defences must also be arranged to resist the attack of armies 
by land. But po considerable army will, in all humao pro- 
bability, cross the sea and attempt the invasion of our terri- 
tory at these populous points. War vessels would be suffl- 
cient for such attacks; and, besides, armics can be rapidiy 
raised and armed by us for defence against troops. We have, 
therefore, a single problem to solve in defending our cities : 
how best to resist and silence the armored sh and the 
steel guns and mortars ot modern construction. It c.n only 
be accomplished by guns of equal force to those which any 
enemy can bring against us, and by torpedoes or submarive 
mines laid in the navigable channels, both so guarded and 

rotected that they can do efficient service when required. 

e have no gun now which can stop the progress ot or do 
any material injury to a well-armored ship. The manufac- 
ture of a gun is a work of time, and of a long time, and can- 
not be extemporized when wanted. Torpedoes may be more 
quickly created, but still time and money are needed for 
their construction. It has been said by a well-informed 
writer on the subject that it is a matter of doubt if we have 
on hand enough cables and cases to control with torpedoes 
the channels past Sandy Hook aloue. 

Tbe work has been thoroughly considered and laid out, 
and the Engineer and Ordnance Corps of the Army are ready 
to n, and only wait forthe eqgecestettons trom Congress, 

While there bave been some differences ot opivcion w re- 
gard to the best methods of preparing armor-piaic for tor- 
tifications, requiring still further study and experiment, 
there is no reason why this should delay the pwning cf 
the important work of tortifying our great harbors. The 
preparation of sites and masoury foundations. tor batterics, 
cascmates, and turrets, and also the construction of subma- 
rine mines, and of earthen batteries tor rifled mortars, are 
works equally necessary us the work of procuring the best 
armor, and cap be constructed befure the armor. plate is re-

rtance that appropriations should be made as uested 

‘or the school, for water sewage, additional quarters for offi- 
cers, and the other iiems mentioned in the estimates already 
submitted to Congress. 

It is hoped that Congress will take action, during its next 
session, to place the Army on an equal footing with the 
Navy in the matter of the manufacture of gure. The Gun 
Foundry Board earnestly recommended that the Govern- 
ment establish two gun factories, one for the Army and the 
otber for the Navy. The Board on Fortifications or other 
Defences endo this recommendatien, and Congress gave 
paral effect to it by legislation which has enabled the 
Navy Derartment to establish a factory st the Washington 
Navy-yard. The Senate passed a bill at the last session cop- 
tuining, among other valuable provisions, the establishment 
of an Army gun factory at Frankford Arsenal. This bill, 
however, did not obtain the concurrence of the House of 
Representatives, and is still in conference. It is hoped that 
it will be at the coming session. 

With the exception of work on existing contracts, con- 
tinued from last year, the operations of this Department 
with regurd tothe armament of fortifications have . 
owing to the failure of the fortifications appropriation bill 
vo become a law. This has caused serious injury, not alone 
from the stoppage of work but also from the loss of skilled 
workmen, who have been discha for lack of funds to 
pay their wages. It affects the Government, as well as the 
Army, for the economical, as well as the efficient, perform- 
ance.of technical work, forbids its being done in an inter- 
mittent macner. There will be great difficulty in procuring 
good men upon aresumption of work, for those formerly 
employed will have sought employment elsewhere. 

It is gratifying to state that the results of trials and tests 
of powder and of steel for gun making, furnished from the 
Du Pont, Midvale, and Cambria Works continue to fully 
unswer our expectations, so that there is no reasonable 
xround te doubt that these two important branches of mili- 
tary ivdustry, upou which reliance must be bad in case of 
war, can with due encouragement from Congress be brought 
to the highest standard maintained abroad. 

t deem it my duty to invite attention to the present state 
of our field artillery. The Chief of Ordnance reports 500 
serviceable 3-inch wrought iron M. L. guns on hand, in ad- 
dition to the new steel 3.2 inch guns, of which 25 will be 
completed by the end of November. There are practically 
no carriages for any of these guns. The wooden carriages 
made years ago for the wrougbt iron guns are no longer 
serviceable, and if serviceable would not answer for the new 
steel guns. The metal carriages designed for the latter will 
serve equally well for the iron guns, ana can be replaced by 
the steel carriages as fast as supplied. At present the needs 
of our field artillery are most pressing. 

Experiments with the Powlett pneumatic gun carriage, 
and with steel siege guns, and experiments to develop an 
effective system of defence for torpedo lines, have been 
carried on during the year, and still continue. 


THE GOOD OLD DAYS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

In reference to the question of “Sunday in the 
Army,” I would say that when I enlisted 1n 1839 the 
custom was to devote Saturday forenoon of esch 
week to genera! police, the cleaning of the garrison, 
quarters, kitcbens, etc., and the usual weekly in- 
spection took placein the afternoon of that day. 
Ata fixed hour after guard mounting on Sundayr, 
when there was to be Divine service, church call was 
sounded, when the entire garrison not on duty fell 
in, the roll called, and the companies marched to 
church, The practice of compelling men to go to 
church was frequently the cause of men being 
punished for couscience sake in refusing to go and 
was finally abolished. Occasiouvally there would be 
dress parade on Sunday evening, but no other duty 
was thought of on thut day at that time. When 
there was a chaplain at the post he taught the post 
school in person. When there was no chaplain a 
well educated soldier was detailed as schoolmaster. 
The enlisted boy musicians—drummers and fifers— 
were compelled to aitend the post school. The 
cbildren of officers, soldiers, and citizens residing iu 
the vicinity of Sopot, could attend at pleasure, all 
bemg mixed and divided into classes according to 
their ability and studies, and the rod wae not spared.

In your issue of the 15th instant you state that Foreman 
Davis and two officials of the Navy Department visited our 
works on a secret mission, and that their report is carefully

How much evidence you require to warrant you im pub- 
lishing speculations calculated to dumage private canton I 
cannot say. of course, but I wish to say with emphasis that 
there is not a particle of truth 1n the intimation you give to 
the public that the ordnance work for the Navy Department 
done at our establishment was not satisfactory. Ou the con- 
trary, Foreman Davis and the other officers will testify that 
no better workmansbip has ever been seen by them in any 
establishment, and the fact can be abundantly proven by 
other expert testimony as well. 

The mission of the Navy officials was no secret, but was 
well understood to be simply to pass upon the question, 
Whetber or not certain seams or imperfections, discovered 
under the electric light in the finished bore of two of the 
6-inch steel guns we have lately finished were of sufficient 
magnitude to warrant the condemnation of these guns from 
service? These defects had nothing to do with the work- 
manship, but existed in the steel when furnished to us by 
the Navy Department, and were of the same character as 
the defects which recently caused the rejection of a new 
6-inch steel rifie, finished in the same way at the Washington 
Navy-yard, and which Foreman Davis knows all about, us 
he superintended the work himself.

THE EIGHTH NEW YORK. 


Tue only subject which has stirred the present re- 
markably dull and uneventful course of National 
Guard events was the recent report that the Inspec- 
tor-General had recommended the disbandment of 
the 8th regiment. On account of the ancient date 
of its organization, its valuable services in the past, 
and its evergetic struggles to keep up existence 
against what may be justly termed fearful odds, 
the report caused much surprise and it was 
generally discredited, especially because the 
Adjutant-General and every other available per- 
son ina position to kuow anything about it, pro- 
fessed ignorance of the whole thing. The 8th regi- 
meng has been small of late years, but this fact and 
its causes have been well understood im military cir- 
cles. The remedy, a new armory, ts pow a sure thing, 
and for this reason the rumor of disbandment was 
discredited. From an interview with Inspector - 
General schaefer, published in the Tribune of Dec. 
6, however, it appears that the recommendation has 
actually been made. Gen. Schaefer is reported to 
have said : 

TI recommended the disbandment of the 8th Regiment be- 
cause it appeared to be in a de:moralized condition at the 
annual inspection in October. To help the officers of the 
regiment in getting out their men I consented to allow the 


ins) ion to take place in the 221 | ment Ar- 
mory. It did not seem to have the desired effect, 
however, for the sho was a very poor one, 


One company did not bave a single commissioned officer, 
and there were other things pointing toward a lack of in- 
terest in the regiment's condition by some of the officers. 
The usual per cent. of attendance at ther noua! ipspection 
runs from 76 per cent. to 8 per cent. But with the 8th Regi- 
ment the percentage was only 46 per cent., an exceedingly 
low one. Of course, todo my duty as Inspector-General of 
the State Troops I had no other alterrative than to recom- 
mend disbandment. Ido not want the regiment to leave 
the service; it has been a valuable one, and if proper stimu- 
lants are applied to it it will return to its former condition of 
prominence among the regiments of the State. I am sorry 
that Col. Scott did not know of the result of my inspection 
until it came out in the paper. He feels much grieved about 
it. I cannot imagine why he did not receive bis company 
rolls before. There must be something wrong at my office 
in Albany, for the colonels of the other regiments have all 
got theirs. I hope, however, that this will be the means of 
rallying the members of the regiment, and that there will be 
arapid improvement in it. I do not think that with the 
present condition of the command it would warrant the city 
spending nearly $700,000 upon it, but with s new armory and 
with outside belp it could be built up again. 

Gen. Schaefer desired it stated that it was not he who was 
the reporter’s informant when the report first became public. 
** Many people — to me as the cause of it,” he continued, 
“ one would like to be placed in a proper light before the 
pu Ng 
- This, of course, leaves no doubt as to the fact of 
the recommendation of the disband ment having been 
made, and the Governor is now the man to décide 
what action to take thereon. There is no question 
as to the corre2tness of the Inspector’s action 
if he was convinced that his dut com- 
pelled him to do as he did. But his state- 
ment, as quoted above, seems to indicate that 
he was not, and is not new, clear in his mind about, 
the matter. A conscientious action requires no such 
apology as reported in the interview quvted. If he 
does not desire the regiment to leave the service, and 
if he thinks that by the application of proper 
“stimulants” (wbatever may be meant bv that) the 
regiment can soon be brought to its former pre- 
eminence among the regiments of the State, then it 
would be better to keep it in service und let it build 
up, the opportunity for which is at present more 
favorable than ever. The indications are that the 
State will need regiments and soldiers ata not very 
remote period more urgently than at any | revious 
time in our history. It would, therefore, be folly to 
abolish an organization which needs the very thing 
about to be provided for it to develop into fuil et- 
ficiency for no other purpose than to raise another 
one in its place which would have to bedone. The 
city has already provided the site for a new armory 
of the 8th at great expense, and the appropriation 
for the building will soon be made. Would it, there- 
fore, not be better té give the organization an up- 
portunity to show what it can do iu proper quarters, 
and hold the es of disbandment iu abeyance, 
until facts under a new condition of affairs demon- 
strate it unworthy of further existence ?

THE ARMORY QUESTION. 


lr New York City wants a reliable force of soldiers 
with full ranks (and the time when they are needed 
may come sooner than the ordinary run of people 
imagine) they should first of all be given Late pd 
quarters. The cry for new armories is as general as 
itis just. Fift ears agothe buildings used for 
armories and the localities in which they are situa 
ted, may probably have been suitable. At present 
theyare not. Those of the Eighth and Ninth are 
situated in a portion of the city to reach which vis- 
itors and members have to pass through some of the 
vilest streets, and when they get there they are — 
to fing a manure heap in front of the building. If 
there is no manure visible its vicinity is certainly 
demonstrated by a most horrible smell, never ab- 
sent, and pervading both buildings from top to bot- 
tom, not only offending the nostrils but contamina- 
ting clothing, rusting muskets and destroying 
brasses. Having lost every vestige of breath in as- 
cending the stairs to the drill rooms, which are from 
40 to 50 feet abeve the pavement, there is nothing 
but dilapidated walls, dingy light and lack of space, 
with its accompaniment of the stench of horse ma- 
pure and the pungent odor of ummonia. 

In addition to this, at least in the armory of the 
Eighth, one runs the risk ef being bufied under the 
ruins of the building, which has been condemned 
for drill purposes, and is in danger of falling at any 
time. That this organization loses members ata 
rapid rate is not surprising, and that it is difficult to 
fill its ranks is natural. From personal kuowledge, 
we can say that gentlemen from crack organiza- 
tiens, who were inclined to take commissions in it, 
lost heart when brought face to face.with the armory 
and its situation. 

The Seventy-first's armory, though devently ap- 
see and situated, gives an impression of a com- 

ination of hencoops more than a place in which to 
instruct soldiers. ides it is unsafe. The armory 
of the Eleventh dves not amount to much, and that 
of the Sixty-ninth, although the Seventh did well 





there vears ago, is now out of date. The Twenty- 
second’s building is small, badly situated, barnlike, 
and a veritable breeding shop for consumption and 
rheumatism, and in no way suited for modern quar- 
ters of a first-class organization. 

The metropolis cannot expect to keep up a proper 
force of soldiers ion quarters like those described, 
which would be rejected by any fifth-class couutry 
organization. The state of affairs demands action 
more prompt and s ly than that customary in 
the present Armory Board, and a definite solution 
as soon as povsible is very desirable for all parties 
concerned.

In a private letter an Army officer says: “I have thought 
for many years that the National Guardsmen were far closer 
students of the.Tactics than the average West Pointer, and 
much more so were they closer students than those from 
the ranks, the volunteers, or from civil life. Regulars have 
too many other duties to attend to, and the whole tendency 
of modern war science is to pay far more attention to d 

rsed order and consequent ease and freedom of movement 
than to the machinelike precision of Fritz Magnus and Win- 
field Scott. In the National Guard, however, they keep up 
the old love for clockwork manual! and firings, and so long 
as they have Tactics to back them we cannot break down 
the system. Parades, etc., are certainly the more stately 
and beautiful by reason of close attention to such matters 
of which the militia are closer students. With exceptiona 
advantages for learning the Tactics at West Point, I don’t 
think I learned the school of the soldier until I came in con- 
tact with the militia, where I had to, or confess my inferiority 
to every other man I met in militia dress.” 

Circular No. 3 from General Headquarters, 8. N. Y., pub- 
lishes the following — of Judge Advocate General 
W. M. Ivins. which is of particular interest to the rank and 
file. The charge in question is disobedieuce of orders, which 
is supported by the facts set out in the specification: ‘I do

Some ugly stories are in circulation with regard to 
ibe miswanagement of the Transport Department 
in Burmab. One correspondent mentiens an in- 
stance in which a European regiment was kept wait- 
ing on the strand bank at Rangoon for a whole day 
in the burning October sun, without an awning or 
any otber shelter than that uffords-d by a few strag- 
gling cocoanut trees. Another correspondent tells 
of men suffering from dysentery, fever, and other 
complaints, aud of their wanting the most necessary 
comforts, 900 men of the Queen’s Regiment were 
cartied by steamer wlich bas only accommodation 
for 600, and, as # result, the men suffered a great 
deal from tbe overcrowding. 

THE Army and Navy Gazette reports that a form 
idable looking monster, in the shape of a submarive 
torpedo boat on an entirely novel principle, has 
been tried in the West India Docks, Londor. The 
boat is cigar-sLaped, built of steel % in. thick, 60 ft. 
long, with 8 ft. beam. She is driven b electricity 
developing 45 h.-p., and isto be provided with an 
exit-chamter, so that sbe should be valuable for 
mining and countermining, besides carrying torpe- 
does. The principle on which she acts is not 
divulged. She does not sink py means of taking in 
water or by screws requiriug a full head of steam to 
work them, for she can be lying peacefully on top 
when, by merely turning a wheel inside, she will 
divappear almost instantaneously on an even keel. 
The tbree gentlemen interested in her, with three 
engmeers, went down in her to tbe bottom of the 
docks, about 17 feet, and rose and fell at pleasure. 
Once they stayed down about three-quarters of an 
bour, and tried a number of experiments, all of 
which were very satisfactory, and they discovered 
they bad a far greater reserve of rising power than 
they imagined.
